While I'm on the subject of advice, don't look down 
with contempt on expository writing when you're asked 
for an English theme. Creative writing may be more to 
your taste, but the very short time that "yours truly" 
has spent in college has shown him that the ability to 
organize material and present it effectively is an art 
which cannot be Over-emphasized,. Professors are de- 
veloping a bothersome habit of putting examination 
questions in the comprehensive or essay style; so be 
prepared! 


It has been my experience, thus far, that, taking 
into consideration the facilities at hand, Middleboro 
Memorial High School compares very favorably in oppor- 
tunities for college preparation with Other schools of 
its size and even with some larger institutions.
